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Attachment to Advisory action 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 9/3/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. First, applicant's after-final amendment has not been entered because it 
raises new issues that were not considered or examined during prosecution of the 
claimed invention. These new issues are: using a vacuum forming tool; and elevating a 
temperature of a vacuum forming tool to a predetermined temperature. The final action 
mailed 7/1/04 was based upon a claimed invention that included using a female vacuum 
forming tool, and elevating a temperature of the female vacuum forming tool high 
enough to form the outer surface/exterior surface against the female vacuum forming 
tool. Furthermore, applicant's proposed step of elevating a temperature in claims 12 
and 34 raises 35 USC 1 12, 2 nd paragraph issues. The proposed step is indefinite 
because it is unclear whether or not it is related to the step of forming the instrument 
panel. If the forming is performed at the predetermined temperature then it should be 
positively and clearly recited as such. Second, applicant's arguments are moot since 
they are dependent on entry of the after-final amendment mailed 9/3/04 which has not 
been entered.
